OPENING 


EA: After Astral Temple has been built, all should leave the Temple except for 
EA. 


H-r: Opens portal and returns to first station, facing North if the Portal is in the 
South-West [or South if the Portal is in the North-West], with staff uplifted at 45° 
angle and lamp held at heart. 

EA: *** Fellow Initiates, take your stations and places. 

All: Members and officers enter in the order described above, passing the Portal 
with the Neophyte Signs and Password, and go directly to their stations or seats, 


where they remain standing. 


H-r: Takes the Word for the current semester from each initiate as they enter, 
being prepared to block anyone who does not have the Word with the staff. 


No one is to gain admission without this Word. If this should occur, H-r 
announces: “Very Honored EA, the Word for the Semester has been lost.” The 
EA then asks who seeks admission and if anyone can vouch for the stranger 
wishing to gain entry. If yes, then the word will be given by the one who 
vouches for the stranger upon the agreement of the EA. 

H-r: When all are at places, closes Portal and returns to station. 

EA: Be seated. 

All: Sit. 


EA directs a member to perform the Lesser Banishing Ritual of the Pentagram. 


EA: (Frater/Soror) , please perform the Lesser Banishing Pentagram of 
Earth. 


ORATION 

EA: KEK 

All: Rise and face East. 

EA turns with the Sun to face East. Raises scepter aloft. 

Officers: Elevate implements. 

EA: Hidden Forces of that Limitless Light which establishes the boundaries of 
the Universe, we invoke ye by the all-powerful Name of your Creator 
(pause) to seal in just orientation the inner limits of this Temple. May the 
secret virtue of the radiant East be conferred this day upon the throne of 
the Adept of this Temple, who is the emblem of that Dawning Light which 
shall illuminate the paths of the unknown, and shall guide us to the 
attainment of the Quintessence, the Stone of the Wise, perfect Wisdom and 
true Happiness. 

All: So may it be! Turn face as usual.

CRY OF THE WATCHER

H-r: Rises, carrying staff vertically, grasping it by the center in the right hand, 
white end uppermost. Leaves lamp at station and go by North to North East. 
Salutes EA by raising staff perpendicularly thrice. EA, sitting, acknowledges 
salute, charging each of the three sections of the Staff, white, red, then black. H- 
r turns with Sun to face South-West, holds staff at an angle of 45° aloft, and 
says with FORCE: 


H-r: Hence, hence, ye profane! 


Returns to station by way of the North, faces east, and remains standing. 


FIRST DUTY 
EA: (Frater/Soror) H-r. 
H-r: Very Honored EA. 
EA: The first duty of Initiates? 
H-r: To guard the Temple against the approach of the profane. 
EA: Fulfill that duty. 
H-r: Opens the door, and if there be no Sentinel, fastens door of antechamber. 
If a Sentinel is in the antechamber, H-r merely makes sure of the sentinel’s 
presence, then returns to Temple, closes the door. Places lamp before the door. 
Taking staff by the white end, H-r knocks on the floor with the black end * * *, 
then takes staff by the center and holds it aloft while pointing with his left hand 
to the Lantern and says: 
H-r: Very Honored EA, the Temple is properly guarded. 
EA: How guarded? 


H-r: By the Staff of Science to bar the profane, and the Lamp of Wisdom to light 
the path of all true Initiates. (Sits.) 


THE PASSWORD 
EA: Honored A-n, have you the Word? 


A-n: (Rises and salutes EA with the sword.) 
I have, Very Honored EA. 


EA: Then you will receive it from the C-n and P-r, who will then assure 
themselves that all present possess it and communicate it to me. 


A-n: Let the C-n and P-r approach the West. 


C-n/P-r: Go diagonally from their stations to West of the altar, where they meet, 
and go together to a position before the A-n’s throne, facing A-n. Together they 
give the Sign of Respect. 


A-n: Returns Sign. 


A-n: (Frater/Soror) C-n, give me the Word. (Done.) 
(Frater/Soror) P-r, give me the Word. (Done.) 


A-n: The Word is true in the West. Assure yourselves that all present possess 
it. (Sits.) 


C-n/P-r: Proceed east, along their respective sides of the Temple, taking the 
Word from each person present. When they reach their stations, North and 
South, they go to the center to A-t, who receives the Word from C-n and 
communicates it to P-r. The two then wait at West of Pillars, facing East, C-n 
behind white pillar and P-r behind the black pillar. 


A-t: Rises, faces east and salutes with the scepter. 
Very Honored EA, the Word is true at the center. 
Faces West and sits. 


C-n/P-r: Continue east along their respective sides of the Temple, receiving the 
Word as before. On the dais, C-n takes the Word from Steward., P-r, Sr. 274 
Order and PA. P-r receives it from C-s, Jr. 2"4 Order and I-r. Both move to in 
front of the EA and give the Sign of Respect, which EA returns with the scepter.

STATIONS & DUTIES OF OFFICERS 
Officers, remain standing. 
All sit with EA, except officers. 
Let the number of Officers in this grade, and the nature of their Offices be 
proclaimed once again, that the Powers whose images they are may be 
established in the spheres of those present and in the sphere of this 
Temple; for by Names and Images are all Powers awakened and 
reawakened. 
Honored A-n, how many chief officers are there in this grade? 
(Salutes with Sword.) Three, Very Honored EA, namely: A., A-n, and A-t. 
Is there any peculiarity in these names? 
They all begin with the letter A. 
Of what is this letter a symbol? 
Of life, as the source of all manifestation, for A is our equivalent for the 
Hebrew Aleph, symbol of the Life-Breath and sign of the Fiery Intelligence, 
which IS before all beginnings, which IS throughout all activities, which IS 
eternal, when all activity subsides into the still calm of Pure Being. 
How many assistant officers are there in this grade? 
Three, namely: P-r, C-n and H-r. 
The station of the P-r? 
In the North, Very Honored EA, to symbolize Cold and Moisture. (Sits.) 
(Frater /Soror) P-r, your duties? 
(Salutes) I have charge of the robes and insignia of the officers. I attend to 
the cup of purification. 
I bear the Word from West to East, through the North. I guard the Gate of 
the North, and I am charged with the purification, by Water, the Temple, 
the Initiates, and the candidate. 


The station of the C-n? 


In the South, Very Honored EA, to symbolize Heat and Dryness. (Sits.) 
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EA: (Frater/Soror) C-n, your duties? 


C-n: (Salutes) I attend to the censer and the incense. 
I bear the Word from West to East, through the South. I guard the Gate of 
the South and am charged with the consecration, with Fire, of the Temple, 
the Initiates, and the candidate. 


EA: The station of the H-r? 
C-n: Within the Portal, Very Honored EA. (Sits.) 
EA: (Frater/Soror) H-r, your duties? 


H-r: (Salutes) 
I see that all furniture of the Temple is properly arranged before the 
Opening. 
I guard the Portal. 
I admit the Fratres et Sorores of this Order. 
I assist in the reception of the candidate. 
I attend to the lamp of my office. 
I lead all circumambulations and processions. 
I make all announcements and reports. 


EA: What do your lamp and staff symbolize? 

H-r: The light of occult science and directing power. 

EA: The station of the A-t? 

H-r: At the center of the Temple, facing the altar of the universe. (Sits.) 
EA: (Frater/Soror) A-t, your duties? 


A-t: Turns with the Sun to face east. Salutes EA with scepter, held at an angle 
of 45° and says: 


I preside over the symbolic gateway of occult science. I am the reconciler 
between the light and the darkness. I immediately follow the H-r in the 
circumambulation. I superintend the candidate’s preparation, lead him 
through the path of darkness into light, and assist at the reception, and I 
aid the other chief officers in the execution of their duties.

My yellow mantle is 
symbolic of the Transparent Intelligence, which penetrates all veils of 
ignorance. My ensign, the Scepter of Reconciliation, signifies the balance 
of opposites in the operation of the Great Work; and my office is that of 
witness to the Work of L.V.X. 


(Rises) My place is East of the EA. My duty is to see to the Lodge’s 
administration, make all appointments, receive all moneys, and make all 
proper payments. My red mantle is symbolic of the Fiery Intelligence, 
which veils the causes with the Fire of Spirit. My ensign, the Scepter of 
the Pentalpha, is a symbol of the ruling power of Spirit in all things; and 
my office is that of witness to the Work of L.V.X. 


(Rises) My place is southeast of the EA. My duty is to supervise this 
Lodge’s ritual and be the living voice transmitting the messages of its 
invisible Foundation. My blue mantle symbolizes the Uniting Intelligence, 
which links all human hearts. My ensign, the Scepter of Unity, signifies 
the all-embracing power of sympathy; and my office is that of witness to 
the Work of L.V.X.

PURIFICATION 


EA: (Frater/Soror) P-r, I command you to purify the Temple and the Initiates 
by Water. 


All: All sit except P-r, who proceeds to carry out the command, as follows: 

P-r: Advances diagonally from station to East of Temple, before the throne of EA, 
carrying the cup in both hands. Facing EA, P-r gives Sign of Respect, to which 
EA responds as usual. P-r then holds cup at the heart center and says: 

P-r: I purify by Water. 

Dips right thumb, forefinger, and middle finger held together in the cup of Water 


and sprinkles three times toward the East, to form the points of a water triangle 
thus:

P-r then turns in place to face the station of the C-n in the South and says: 

I purify by Water. 
P-r sprinkles again, then faces West and says: 

I purify by Water. 
Sprinkles again, then faces own station in the North and says: 

I purify by Water. 
Sprinkles a fourth time, then faces east again, gives the Sign of Respect, turns 
with the Sun to face own station, and walks there directly. At the station, places 
the cup on the pedestal, faces the EA and says: 


P-r: The Temple is cleansed. 


Remains standing at station, facing south, during the consecration. 
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CONSECRATION 


C-n: Prepare the censer with fresh incense. The censer should be actively 
smoking. 


EA: (Frater/Soror) C-n, I command you to consecrate the Temple and the 
Initiates with Fire. 


C-n: Advances diagonally from station to East of Temple, before the throne of 
EA, carrying censer in both hands. Facing East, C-n gives the Sign of Respect, to 
which the EA responds. Holding the censer at heart level, C-n says: 


C-n: I consecrate with Fire. 


C-n: Censes with three thrusts towards the East, to form the points of a fire 
triangle, thus:

C-n then turns in place, to face own station in the South, and says: I 
consecrate with Fire. 
C-n censes again in the same way, then faces West, and says: I 


consecrate with Fire. 


Censes, faces the P-r’s station in the North and says: 
I consecrate with Fire. 


Censes a fourth time, then faces east again, gives the Sign of Respect, turns with 
the Sun to face their own station, and walks there directly. At the station, places 
the censer on the pedestal, faces the EA, and says: 


C-n: The Temple is consecrated. 


Remains standing at station, facing North. 
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MYSTIC CIRCUMAMBULATION 


EA: Rises, holding the scepter in the right hand. EA, P-r, and C-n thus 
formulate the White Triangle. 


EA: Let the mystic circumambulation take place in the Path of Light. 
All: At the word, “Light,” all members rise and form the procession in the North. 
Formation with Members in All Grades 


When the whole procession is in motion, it is in the following order: H-r, A-t, I-r, 
C-s, PA, 2.4 Order Members, A-n, O=O, P-r, 1=10, 2=9, C-n, 3=8, Jr. 4=7, Sr. 4=7. 


Circumambulation 


Pr-l: Remains seated and does not circle, but before the procession moves, may 
leave the station to verify that all are in the correct position. If Pr-l leaves station, 
EA waits until Pr-l has returned before giving the signal for the procession to 
move. 


EA: * Knocks once to begin procession as soon as A-n is in position, and 
knocks each time the H-r passes East so that counting the knock signals the 
procession to move, the EA, gives four knocks during the circumambulation. 
Except when giving the knocks of the four-fold battery, EA holds the scepter in 
his/her right hand, the arm fully extended with the point of the pentagram 
directed toward the West. The EA needs to formulate the intention of projecting 
light through the scepter and out from the point of the pentagram. 


All: No music is permissible during the circumambulation. Officers lower 
insignia, pointing horizontally in the direction they are moving, and members give 
the Sign of Projected Light as they pass the EA’s extended scepter... [Description 
of sign and visualization deleted] 


A-n, A-t, C-n, and P-r, as they pass the EA, should formulate the intention, as 
they lower their insignia, of receiving the current of energy projected from the 
EA’s scepter. 


H-r: In passing east the first time, should formulate the intention of charging 
the white end of the staff. At the second passing, should think of the red portion 
as receiving the current. At the third, should intend the current to charge the 
black segment of the staff. 
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A-n: After passing the EA once, continues with the procession until arriving at 
A-n’s throne, then leaves the procession and remains standing, facing east, 
holding the sword extended upward at an angle of 45°. 


A-t: After passing EA the second time, continues with the procession until 
reaching the C-n’s station, then leaves the procession and goes directly to A-t’s 
station, remains standing facing West, holding the scepter at an angle of 45°. 


All: When the H-r and other officers and members have passed the EA three 
times, they continue around the Temple until they arrive at their proper stations 
and places. There they remain standing, facing as they usually do when seated. 


After this circumambulation in the Opening, and until the reverse 
circumambulation in the Closing, all passage in the Temple, whether the Lodge is 
in working session or in recess, must be in the direction of the established 
current, i.e., with the Sun. This permits, however, direct crossing from North to 
South, or from South to North at any point. Likewise, in movements from West to 
East, or from East to West, the current must be followed. 


EA: When officers and members have arrived at accustomed stations and 
places: 


The mystic circumambulation is accomplished. It is symbolic of the rising 
light. 


EA: Waits until the designated member goes to the light switch, switches on 
the light, and returns. 


EA then continues: 
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ADORATION 
EA: Let us adore the Lord of the Universe. 


All: All face east. EA gives the signal to begin by holding the scepter aloft, arm 
fully extended at a 45° angle. As Adoration begins, EA returns the scepter to its 
usual position. A-n and A-t similarly extend their implements at a 45° angle. H-r 
holds staff upright and vertical, white end upward so that H-r’s forearm is in the 
same posture as EA’s scepter. C-n and P-r hold their implements at heart level. 
After each line, officers lower insignia; members make Sign of Projected Light. 
After the “Amen,” all give Sign of Silence.

All members and officers must remove their apron and baldric before leaving the 
antechamber. 


END OF OPENING 
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CLOSING 
EA: When the EA desires to resume work, he/she informs the H-r 


H-r: Goes to the antechamber, stands in the Portal, knocks sharply on the floor 
with the black end of the staff, holding it by the white end, and says: 


* * * Fellow Initiates, the EA calls the Lodge to resume work Repair to 
your accustomed stations and places, and clothe yourselves for labor. 


At the door, take note as each enters so that none may come into the Temple 
without being correctly clothed for labor or giving the proper signs. 


All: Enter in any sequence. All must make the two signs on entering the Temple 
and be wearing proper aprons and baldricks. 


All sit. 


EA: When members and officers, clothed for work, are seated at their proper 
stations and places: 


*** (All Rise) Affiliates of that vehicle of the Inner School which is called 
the (name of organization) , assist me to close Lodge, 
No. as a Hall of Neophytes. 





(Frater /Soror) H-r, see that the Temple is properly guarded. 


H-r: Proceeds as in Opening, and knocks on the floor with the black end of the

P-r: Goes with the Sun to a position facing EA, salutes, and purifies as in the 
Opening. When P-r has faced EA after the fourth purification, he/she salutes 
and returns by way of the Sun until reaching the station of C-n. Then, he/she 
crosses between the A-t and the altar to own station and completes the ceremony 
as in the Opening: 

P-r: The Temple is cleansed. 


(Remains standing during the consecration.) 


EA: (Frater/Soror) C-n, I command you to consecrate the Temple and the 
Initiates with Fire. 


C-n: Crosses Temple between the A-t and the altar, to North, goes with the Sun 
to station of EA, and salutes. C-n then performs the consecration as in the 
Opening. When C-n has saluted EA the second time, he/she returns to own 
station with the Sun. Puts censer on the pedestal and says:

EA: Let the Mystic Reverse Circumambulation take place in the path of Light. 


All: Done as in Opening, except that procession forms in the South by the station 
of the C-n, and the order of procession is: H-r, A-t, I-r, C-s, PA, 24 Order 
members, A-n, Senior 4=7, Junior 4=7, 3=8, C-n, 2=9, 1=10, P-r, O=O, newest 
initiate (s) last. The procession moves around the Temple in reverse direction, 
crossing the East from South to North. A-n and A-t leave the procession as in 
Opening, except that A-t goes from the station of P-r to their station at the second 
round. All others pass the east three times. Because the purpose of this 
circumambulation is to break the current, the entire procession should form 
before it begins to move. 


EA: When the procession is formed, EA starts cireumambulation with one 
knock *, and knocks once * each time the H-r passes the east. Officers lower 
their insignia, and members give Sign of Projected Light as they pass EA. When 
all have returned to their proper stations and places, EA says: 


EA: The mystic reverse circumambulation is accomplished. It is symbolic of 
the fading light. 


When the Temple is provided with dimming lights, they should be lowered as the 
procession moves. Otherwise, lights should be dimmed/extinguished when the 


EA says, “fading light.” This requires that all subsequent speeches be 
memorized. 


ADORATION 


EA: Let us adore the Lord of the Universe. 
(Turns with the Sun to East.) 


All: Turn with the Sun to face east. EA faces east, raising scepter to signal the 
start of the Adoration. Words and gestures in Adoration are the same in 


Opening. After Adoration, all face as usual. 


EA sits. All sit. 
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MYSTIC REPAST 


EA: Nothing now remains but in silence together to partake of the Mystic 
Repast, composed of the symbols of the four elements, and to remember 
our pledge of secrecy. 


H-r: Goes to P-r’s station, takes the cup and places it at the west side of the 
altar, moving the triangle and cross toward the altar center to make room for the 
base of the cup. Sees that the rose, bread and salt, and red lamp are correctly 
arranged. Returns to station and sits. 


EA: Hands Scepter to PA, or places scepter on the pedestal, goes down the 
center of Lodge passing between white pillar and A-t, and passing altar on the 
south side. EA faces east at the West of the altar, gives both signs, and comes 
close to the altar, crossing arms over the breast. 


EA: I invite you to inhale with me the perfume of this rose, a symbol of air. 


Elevates rose, inhales its perfume, and replaces rose. 


To feel with me the flame of this sacred Fire. 
Elevates the red lamp and then replaces it; holds hands over the lamp, palms 
down. 

To eat with me this Bread and Salt as types of Earth. 
Elevates paten and replaces it, then takes bread, dipped in salt. 

And finally, to share with me the purification of this consecrated cup of 

elemental Water. 
Puts bread in mouth, elevates cup, replaces it on the altar, dips right forefinger in 
cup and signs himself/herself on the forehead with the points of a water 
triangle, thus: 

left eyebrow right eyebrow

root of nose

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All: All receive in turn singly, each from his or her predecessor, who goes East of 
the altar to administer. Each person who receives the elements makes the two 
signs of the Grade west of the altar before receiving the rose. Only the EA 
elevates any of the elements or signs his/her own forehead. The member giving 
the elements stands East of the altar to give rose; passes to South of the altar to 
lift red lamp and replace it; then passes by East of the altar to its north side to 
give bread and salt and make the sign of purification. 


As each element is used, it is replaced carefully in its proper position on the altar. 
All sacraments are offered over the cup. THE CUP IS NOT LIFTED FROM ITS 
PLACE. 

After giving the sign of purification, the member who gives it goes to his/her 
station or place in the Temple by the most direct route from the north side of the 


altar. 


The order of precedence is EA; Pr-l; I-r; C-s; PA; 2"4 Order members; A-n, A-t, C-n, 
P-r, Sr. 4=7 [Portal], Jr. 4=7, 3=8; 2=9, 1=10; and O=0. 


When H-r has received the sign of purification, the member who has given it 
returns to his/her place. 


H-r: Takes cup to P-r’s station; faces East; elevates the cup; places cup on P-r’s 
pedestal, and says: 


It is finished. 


Returns to station and sits.
